in their mother tonge / ſome that it wold make 
them all' beretykes / as it wold no doute from 
many thinges which they of longe tyme haue 
falſly taught / ãd that is the whole cauſe where 
fore they foꝛbyd it / thoughthey otber clofes 
pꝛete nde. And fome oꝛ rather every onc / faye 
that it wold make them ryſe ageynſt the kinge / 
whom they them ſelves ( vnto their damnatyß) 
never yet obeyed. And lefte the comp oral ruz 
lars ſhuld fee their fal ſebod / if the ſcriptu re 
cam tolight / cauſeth theni fo to lye. 
And as formy tranſlatiò in which they affer⸗

dly fymylitudes and apparent reaſons of natu 
rat wiſ dom. And with wꝛeſtinge the ſcripture 
vnto their awne purpoſe clene contrarye vnto y 
pꝛoceſſe / oꝛder and meaninge of the texte / and 
fo delude thei in deſcaniynge vppon it with al 
ligoꝛyes / and amaſe thé expoundinge it in ma 
nye ſenſes before the vnlerned laye people whz 
en it bath but one ſymple litcerall'ſenſe whoſe 
light the owles cã not abyde ) that though thou 
feale in thyne harte and arte ſure how that all 
is falfe p t hey ſaye / yet coudeſte thou not ſol⸗ 
ve their ſotle rydles.

te / erpoundinge it in foch a ſenſe as te impofli⸗ 
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ble to gether of the texte / if thou (ee the pꝛoceſſe 
oꝛdꝛe and me aninge therof. 

¶ And even in the biſſhope of londons houſe J 
enten ded to have done it. Foz when Awas (o 
turmoyled in the comre where J was that A 
coude no lenger there d well (the proce(fe we 
herof were to longe here to reherce) Ithis wy⸗ 
ſe thougbt in my ſilfe / this I ſuff re becauſe the 
pꝛeſtes of the contre be vnlerned / as god it kno⸗ 
weth there are a fuſt'ign oꝛant forte which baz 
ue fene no more latyn then that they read m 
their poꝛteſſes and miſſale s which yet many 
of them can ſcacely read (excepte it be Albertus 
de ſecretis multerũ in which yet / though they 
be never ſo ſoꝛyly lerned / they poꝛe day and ni⸗ 
ght and make notes therm and all' to teach the 
mydwyves as they (ay / and limwod a boke of 
conſtitutions together rithes/moꝛtuaryes / offe 
ringe s / cuſtomis / and other pillage / which they 
calle / not theirs / but godes parte and the deu⸗ 
ty of holye chirch / to diſcharge their conſcien⸗ 
ces with aff fo2 they are bound that they (bak 
not dim ynyſh / but enereace all' thinge vnto the 
vttmoſt of their powers) and therfoꝛe (becauz 
fe they are thus vnlerned thought Y) when 
they come to gedder to the aleboufe / which 
is their pꝛeachinge place / they afferme that my 
fanges are hereſy.

The tabernacle 
was ordened to the entent they might haue a

Andthe coſtlineſſe of the tabere 
nacle 4d the bewtye allo pertayned therevnto, 
that they fhuld fe nothinge fo bewtitull amon 
ge the hethẽ, but that they ſhuld fe more bewti 
full ad wonderfull at home: becauſe they fhuld 
not be moued to folowe them. And in like ma 
ner the diuers facions of the ſacrifices and cee 
remonies was to occupye their mindes that th 
ey ſnuld haue no luſt to folow tlie hethé:id the 
multitude of them was,that they fhuld hauc fo 
mech to da in kepinge thé that thei fhuld haue

And moraouer though ſacrifices and cere» 
monies can be no ground or fundacion to bi- 
Id apon: that is, though we can proue noughte 
with them: yet when we haue once found oute 
Chriftand his miſteries, then we maye borow 
figures, that is to faye allegoryes, ſimilitudes or 
examples to open Chrift and the ſecrettes off 
God hyd in Chriſt euen vnto the quycke, and 
to declare them more lyuely and fenfebly with 
them than with all the wordes of the worlde. 
For fimilitudes haue more rertue and power 
with them than bare wordes, and lead a mans 
wittes further in to the pithe and marye and 
ſpirituall vnderſtondinge of the thinge, ihan 
all the wordes that can be imagined. And tho- 
ugh allo that all the ceremonies and ſacrifice; 
haue as it were a flerrelyght of Chrift,yet fome 
there be that haue as it were the lighte of the 
brode daye a litle before the fonne rifinge,and 
ex preſſe him, and the circ umſtaunces and ver 
tue of his deth fo playnly as if we ſhulde playe 
his pafon on a ſcaffold or in a ſtage play op& 
ye before the eyes of the people.

Some man wold happely ſaye, that the prae 
yers of the maffe helpe moch: not the lyuinge 
only, but alfo the dead. Of the hote fire of the- 
ir farvent prayer which conſumeth falter then 
all the world is able to bringe ſacrifice, 1 haue 
ſayde ſufficiently in othier places. Howe be it 
it is not poſſible to bringe me in beleffe that 
the prayer which helpeth hr awne maſter vne 
to no vertue, ſhuld purcheſſe me the forgeueſſe 
of my ſynnes. If I ſawe that their prayers had 
obtayned thé grace to lyue foch a lifte as god- 
des worde did not rebuke, tien coud I fone be 
borne in hande that what ſoeuer they axed off 
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God their prayers ſhuld not be in vayne. But 
now what good can he woyſh me in his prayers 
that envieth me Chrift the fode and the lifte of 
my ſoule? hat good can he wifi me whofe 
herte cleaveth a ſundre for payne when Lam 
taught to repent of my cucli? 

Forthermere becaufe that fewe knowe the 
vſe of the olde teſtament, and the motte parte 
thinke it nothinge nece ſſarye but to make alle 
goryes, which they fayne euery mi after hys aw 
ne brayne at all wyle advéture without eny cer 
tayne rule:therfore (though l hauetpoken of 
them in another place) yet left the boke come 
not ta all mennes handes that fhalt reade this, 
I will ſpeake off them here allo a worde or 
twayne. 

We had nede to take hede euery where that 
we be nat begyled with falfe allegories, whee 
ther they be drawne out of the new teftament, 
or the olde, ether out of any other Rarye or off 
the creatures of the worlde, but namely in this 
boke. Here a man had pede te put on all his 
ſpectacles and to arme him felf¢ agenſt invifie 
ble fpretes.

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B gh circumeyfyon be a figure of baptim, yet

power and frute or effecte of baptim. For as 
circumcylicn was vnto them a comen bagge 


fyenifienge that they were all ſodiars off God 


to warre his warre and ſeparatinge them from 


all other nacyons diſobedient onto God: cuen 
ſo baptim is oure comen bagge and ſure er- 


neſt and perpetuall memoriall that tec pertay- 


ne vntq Chriſt and are ſeparated from all that 
are not chriſtes.

21. is eafycalfo and lil t 
„. anda very pure goſp ell 
that is to wete, a preachinge of fayth and loue: 
deducinge the loue to God oute of faith, and 
the loue of a mans neyghboure out of the loue 
of God. Herin alſo thou mayft lerne right me 
ditac ion or contemp'acyon, which is nothing 
els ſaue the callynge to mynde and a repcatyng 
in the hert of tlie gloriouſe ïd wonde fali deas 
des of God, and of his terreble handelinge off 
his enemyes and mercy full entreating of them 
that come when he calleth them which thinge 
this boke doth and almoſt rothinge els. 

In the. iiij. firſt chaptres he reherſeth the be 
nefitcs of God done vnto th, to prouoke the 
to louc. ãd his mightie decades done aboue all 
naturall power ad beyonde all naturall capaci 
sc of fich. that they might beleue God ad true 
ſt in him and in his ſtrength. And thyrdlye he 
reherſeth the firce plages of God vppon hys 
enemyes and on them which thorowe impacie 
entie and vnbeleffe fell from him: partehe to

tame and abate the appetites of the fleſſie whi 
che alwaye fyght agenſt the ſpirite, and partce 
ly to bridle the wilde raginge luſtes of thé in 
whoin was no ſpirite: that though they had no 
power to do good of loue , yet at the left waye 
they fhulde abiteyne from outtearde euell for 
feare of wrath and cruell vengeaunce whiche 
fhuld fall vppon them and ſhorth finde them 
oute, yf they caſt vpp goddes nurter and runne 
at ryotte beyonde his lawes and ordinaunces. 
Miorcouer he chargeth them to put nought to 
nor take oughte awaye from goddes wordes, 
but to be diligent onlye to kepe them in remé 
braunce and in the harte and to teache theire 
childern, for feare of forgettinge. Andto bee 
ware ether of makynge imagerye or of bowin 
ge them {clues vnto images fayenge : Ye farce 
no image when God {pake vnto you, but her- 
de avoyce onlye and that voyce kepe and thee 
runto cleaue, for it is youre liffe and it fhall {ae 
uc you. And finally yf( as the frayltie of al ficth 
is they fhall haue fallen from God and he ha 
ue brought them in to troble, aduerſyte, id cd 
braunce Ad all neceſſite: yet yf they repent and 
turne, he promyfeth them that God ſnall rem 
bre his mercie Jd receave thé to grace agayne 
In the fifte he repeteth the. x. commaudniẽ 
bes and that they my ght fe a cauſe to do them 
| ij of log 
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of loue, he biddeth them remembre that they 
were bounde in Egipte and how God delyue 
red them with a mightie hande and a ſtretche- 
dout arme, to ſerue him and to kepe his come 
maundmentes: as Paule fayeth that we are bo- 
ught with Chriſtes bloude Ad ther fore are his 
ſervauntes Ad not oure awne, id ought to feke 
his will and honoure onlye ad to loue dd ſerue 

pne another for his fake, 

Inthe ſixte he ſetteth out the fountayne off 
all commaundmentes: that is, that they belcue 
how that there is but one God that doeth all, 
and ther fore ought onlye to be loued with all 
che herto, all the Bule andall the myghte. For 
loue only is the fulfillinge of the commaundce 
mentes, as Paule alfo fayeth onto,the Romay- 
nes and Galathians likewife. He warneth thé 
alſo that they forgett not the commaundmene 
tes, but teach thé their childern Jd to ſhew the 
ir childern alfo how God delyuered thé out of 
the bondage of the Egiptiãs to ſerue him and 
his commaundmiétes,that the childern myght 


ſe a cauſe to worke of loue,likewife. 


The feuéth is all together of faith:he remo» 
ucth all occafids that might withdrawe them 
from the fayth,and pulleth them alſo from all 
confidence in them ſelues, and ſturreth thé vp 
to truſt in god boldlye and onlye. 

i l Ofthe 
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Of che eyeht chaptre thou feyt how that 
the cauſe of all temptation is, that a md might 
{chis arone herte. For whé I am brought in to 
that extremite that I muft ether ſuffre or forfa 
ke god, then I ſnall feale how moch I belcue 
and truſt in him, and how moch Iloue him. In 
like maner, yf my brother do me euel for my 
goed, then yf I loue him when there is no cau 
fe in him, I fe that my loue was of god, ad euẽ 
fo yf I then hate him, I feale and peaceave that 
my loue was but wordly, And finallye he fture 
reth thé to the fayth dd loue of god, ãd dryveth 
them froall confidence of their awne ſelves. 

In the nynth alſo he moueth thẽ vnto faith 
and to put their truſt in god, and draweth thé 
from confidence of them ſelues by rehearfine 
ge all the wekedneffe which they had wrought 
from the firſt daye he knew them vnto that {ae 
me dave. And in the end he repeteth how he 
coniured god in horeb 4d ouercame him wie 
th prayer, where thou mayeſt lerne the right 
maner to praye. 

In the tenth he rekeneth vpp the pith of all 
lawes and the kepinge of the lawe in the hare 
te: rohich is to feare god loue him 4d ſerue him 
with all their harte ak and mighte ad kepe 
his commaundmentes of loue. And he ſſie- 
wetha reafon why they fhuld that doo: euen 
becauſe 
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beeaufe god is lord ofheuen and erth Id hath 


alfo done all for them of his awne goodneſſe 
without their deſervinge. And then out of the 
loue vnto god he bringeth the love onto a 
mans neyghboure fayenge:zod is lorde aboue 
all lordes and loveth all his feruauntes indiffe 
rently,as well the poore and feble and the ftra 
unger,as the rich and mightye, Ad therfore wil 
that we loue the poore and the ſtraunger. And 
he addeth a cauſe, for ye were ſtraungers and 
god deliuered you and hach brought you vnto 
a londe where ye be at home. Loue the ſtraun- 
ger ther fore for his fake. 

In the. xi. he exhorteth them to loue and 
Feare god, and reherfeth the terrible dedes off 
god vppon his enemies, and on chem that ree 
belled agenſt him. And he teftifyeth onto thé 
both what will folow yf they loue and feare 
god, and whate alfo yf they deſpiſe him dd bre 
ake his commaundment. 

In tlie. xij. he cOmaundeth to put out of the 
waye all that might be an occafion to hurte the 
fayth and forbiddcth to de ought after their 
avone mindes, or to altre the worde of god. 

In tlie. xiij. lie forbiddethtoherken vnto 

ought fauc vnto gods worde: no though he 

which coũſeleth cotrarye fhuld come with mi 

racles, as Paule doth vato the ee i 
the 
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Inthe.xiiij the beeſtes are forbiddé, partefy 
for the vnclenneſſe of thé, id partcly to caufe 
hate betwene the hethé dd thé, that they haue 
no couerfatio to gether, in that one abhorreth 
whatt the other eatcth. Vnto this.xv. chaptre 
all pertayne onto faith and loue cheflye. And 
in this. xv. he beginneth to entreate moare ſpe 
ciallye of thinges pertayninge onto the comen 
twelth ïd equite ãd exhorteth onto the loue of 
a mans no ghboure. And in the. xvi. amonge 
other he forgetteth not the ſame. And in the 
xviſ. he entteateth of right and equite chefly, 
in fo moche that when he lokcth vnto faithe 
and onto the, punyfhment of ydolatres, he 
yet endeth in slawe of loue and equite : for- 
biddinge to comdemne any man vnder leſſe 
them twoo witneſſes at the leſt and commas 
undcth to bringe the treſpacers vnto the o- 
pen gate of the citye where all men goo in and 
out, that allmen might heare the cauſe and fe 
that he had but right. But she pope hath foe 
unde a better waye , even to appoffe him with 
out any accuſare dd that {ecretlyethat no man 
knoroe whether he haue right or no, ether hae 
re his articles or anſwerc: for feare leſt the pee 

ple ſhuld ferch whether it ccere fo or no. 
In the. xviij he forbiddeth all falfe and de- 
pelih craſtes that hurte truc foth. Morcoucr 
becauſe 
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becauſe the people coude not heare the voyce 
of the lawe ff poké to thé in fire, he promifeth 
thé another prophete to brige thé better tydin 
ges which was {poké of chriſt oure ſauiour. 

The. xix. dd fo forth onto the ende of the 
xxvij. is almoſt al to gether of love vnto oure 
neygboures 4d of lawes of equite dd honeſtye 
with now ad then a reſpecte vnto fayth. 

The. xxviij. is a terreble chaptre 4d to be trẽ- 
bled at: A chriſtẽ mans harte might wel bleed 
for forow at the readinge of it for feare of the 
wrath that is like to come vpõ us accordinge 
vnto all the curfes which thou there readeft. 
For acordinge vnto theſe curſes hath god 
delt with all nacions, after they were fallè in to 
the abhominacions of blindneffe. . 

The.xxix.is like terreble with a godly leſſoõ 
in the ende that we fhuld leue ferchige of god 
des ſecrettes id geue diligéce to walke accor- 
dinge to that he hath opened vnto us. For the 
kepige of the comatidmétes of god teacheth 
wifdome as thou mayefte ſe in the fame chape 
ter, where Mofes fayeth,kepe the cõmaũdmẽ⸗ 
tes, that ye maye vnderſtod hate ye ought to 
do. But to ferch goddes feerctes blideth a mi 
as it is wel proved by the ſwarmes of oure los 
phifters, whofe wife bokes are now whé we le 
ke ithe {cripture,fotde but ful of folifhnefle.
